A NEW TRIAL 


For President Asa ik Potter of the 


Maverick National Bank 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. The ludgmcnt 


of the United States Court for the 
District of Massachusetts in the case icf 
Asa P. Potter, president of the Maverick 
National Bank of Boston, was reversed 
by the Supremo Court to-day in an 
opinion read by Justice Brewer 
Potter 


was convicted of certifying the checks of 
Evans & Co. upon the Jbank at times 
when it was alleged that they had no 
funds on deposit, or at least not sufficient 
to meet the checks, and was sentenced 
to sixty dirvs' imprisonment and to pav 
a line of $1,000. 


The defence sought to be interposed 


was that Evans & Co had arranged with 
the bank to overdraw their account ro 
the extent of &2t>0,000. the overdraft, to 
be treated as a loan, piotected by the 
deposit of QOllaferal and Interest charged 
on the daily adverse balance. 'Ihn court 
below, however, declined to admit evi- 
dence of this agreement as tending to 
show that Potter believed lie was not 
violating the law. 


In Its Opinion the supremo court aald 


the |urjr was not entltleo to have thia 
evidence before it in order to determine 
the question of intent or "wilfulness" 
on the part of Potter and the withhold- 
i the pi 


ing of It was an error sufficient to re- 
verse the ludgmonL The case was there- 
fore remanded with Instructions 
a new trial.
